Four years after construction be- 
gan, the completion of Phase I} of 
the Boyne City Air Industrial Park 
was marked by appropriate fan- 
fare, with an official ribbon cut- 
ting and comments by dignitaries 
from the local to the state level. 

“The park has long-term impli- 
cations for the economic vitality 
of the whole area,” said Boyne 
City city manager Mike Cain in his 
opening remarks at last week's 
dedication. ‘We have everything 
it takes to make this a viable loca- 
tion [for industry]. 

“This is a wonderful testament 
to our community,” said State 
Senator Jason Allen (R-Traverse 
City). “We have a very viable 
downtown, good quality of life, 
good public services, good public 
safety. This helps us market our 
community.” 

Cain noted especially the cre- 
ation of jobs made possible by 
such a park. “Without the invest- 
ment [from businesses] that comes 
with this, without new jobs, this is 
all meaningless.” By that criteria, 
with 159 full-time, year-round jobs 
created so far by Phase II, the 
project has plenty of meaning, in- 
deed. 

Funded by $1 300,350 in Com- 
munity Development Block funds 
and $835,000 in Economic Devel- 
opment Administration funds, the 
Phase IT park expansion added 16 
new lots on 50 acres onto the ex- 
isting 1! lots included in the origi- 
nal portion of the park. Grant funds 
were used to create the infrastruc- 
ture, such as roads, water, sewer, 
natural gas and electricity, to sup- 


port the needs of potential new business construction at the site. As part of 
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the grant agreement, the city pledged that 100 new jobs would be created 
in the industrial park; in return, the state would “forgive” a portion of the 
loan monies. With one and a half times that many jobs created in four 
years, the City has satisfied that requirement, with half of that $1.3 million 


loan being “forgiven.”

“It is very important that parents reinforce the school 
bus safety rules their children learn at school, “ said 
Sheriff George T. Lasater, who also suggests that par- 
ents drive their child’s bus route with them and prac- 
tice the proper safety precautions at home. 

Parents should teach their children the following 
rules of school bus safety: 

¢ Always arrive at the bus stop early. 

* Prior to boarding, wait until the bus has come toa 
complete stop, the door opens, and the bus driver says 
that it’s OK to board. 

¢ Always walk on the sidewalk when preparing to 
cross the street near a bus. If there is no sidewalk avail- 
able, walk as far away from the road as possible. 

* Make eye contact with the driver so that you are 
sure he or she sees you. 

* NEVER walk behind the bus. 
* If you are walking alongside the bus, walk at Icast

¢ Take extra care to make sure the clothing with 
drawstrings and book bags do not get ealeuls in the 
hand rail or door. 

* Never stop to pick something up that you have 
dropped when a bus is stopped. Wait until the bus 
has driven off to avoid not being seen by the driver.

Please excuse me if I'm not myself this column. I seem 
to have come down with something. I'm having trouble 
sleeping at night, and my appetite isn’t very good. My 
eyes get watery and my throat is unusually tight. Let me 
grab a Kleenex.

Don't worry — I'm not con- 
tagious. That is, unless you have a 5 or 6-year-old child.

In 
the afternoon a kindergartener may pry 
the victim from her seat by the window, 
give her a hug, tell her how wonderful 
school is, and say the three healing 
words, “] love you.” This treatment, if 
done correctly, is 99 percent effective. 
Victims will take time to regain their 
strength, and may suffer a relapse as any 
other family members appioach school 
age.

three established tenants 
situated on four lots, in- 
cluding Federal Screw 
Works, SimTech Filters, 
and Great Lakes Golf. 
Phase | of the Industrial 
Park, opened in 1986, at- 
tracted 10 companies in 
less than 10 years, and is 
now home to businesses 
that employ 550 people. 
“We are happy to expand 


_ into Phase I] and provide 


the opportunity for more 
job creation,” Cain said. 

The challenge is, as al- 
ways, getting the word out 
about the opportunities 
available to potential em- 
ployers as to the benefits of 
locating not only in the in- 
dustrial park, but in Boyne 
City. 

The park, according to 
Cain, is advertised on the 
City’s Web site, and in re- 
gional publications, as well 
as at the state level through 
the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation 
and the Northern Lakes 
Economic Alliance. “We do 
things like put industrial 
sites on the MEDC’s top 
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properties list,” Johnson 
said, “We put out a regional 
brochure that lists the qual- 
ity of life amenities and 
business amenities. Quality 
of life is a major reason 
people are interested in the 
area, and it describes a 
number of business assets 
as well.” The NLEA mar- 
kets its three-county cover- 
age area as a region, work- 
ing with potential employ- 
ers to pinpoint the best lo- 
cation for their particular 
business, 

in what has been in re- 
cent years a somewhat 
dicey national economic 
environment, the industrial 
park setting has, on a num- 
ber of levels, remained an 
attractive option to busi- 
nesses, 

“The basics of marketing 
the area remain the same,” 
Johnson said, “but it is 
harder to market when eco- 
nomic times are down. 

“At the same time, com- 
panies are still expanding, 
still growing, still starting 
up,and you have to be there 
to work with them. Manu- 
facturing is a very viable 
part of our economy, we 


just have to work harder to 
keep it that way.” 

According to city man- 
ager Cain, the community, 
specifically the Boyne City 
Economic Development 
Committee, is currently 
looking at new ways to 
market its newly-expanded 
industrial park. “It’s been 
an issue we’ve talked about 
since I came on board [a 
year and a half agoj,” he 
said, “The EDC 1s looking 
at additional marketing 
tools such as CDs, new 
publications.” 

Though such marketing 
will be key to the future 


success of the park, good 


things are already happen- 
ing. “We're really happy to 
see clients in there that we 
have now,” Johnson said, 
‘and we’ ve had some inter- 
estas well in the last year. 

“Boyne City has got a 
lot of manufacturing em- 
ployment, which creates a 
diversified economy. It’s 
good land use because it’s 
all condensed in one par- 
ticular area. It’s a real posi- 
tive amenity for the com- 
munity overall, 

“It’s an overall win.”
